THE BEETLE. There appears to be 
no practical method for destroying 
these. Late fall ploughing does not 
damage trem and they cannot be 
trapped in the spring. 

THE EGGS. if these are not laid at 
@ greater depth than about 2 inches 
below the surface of the soil they are 
almost certain to be dried out and 
destroyed. That is the reason wity 
the beetle burrows to 5 inches, if 
she can, before laying her eggs. 

We find, however that the beetle 
cannot burrow into fairly firm earth 
and that when the soil is too hard 
for her, ghe will lay her eggs just be- 
neath the surface. In normal years 
all of these shallowly laid eggs dry 
out and perish. 

Our experiménts. indicate that in 
most of the types of soil that occur 
in Alberta, beetles cannot burrow in- 


to the soil that has not ben disturbed 


since the previous fall. Deep plough- 
ing in (May and early June allows the 
beetles to burrow: readily ‘to five 
inches deep before laying their eges 
and at this depth, all are certain to 


hatch. 

{Ja Aistrigts in jwhich wireworm 
damage is increasing, we would rec- 
ommend a modified method of sum- 
merfallowing, which we will explain 
later. 

THE WIREWORMS. We have seen 
that poisoning “wireworms does not

New Industry Is Thriving 


North Carolina Man Is Growing Balt 
For Fishermen 

All the praise of the depadiments 
of ‘agriculture of both the United 
States and Canada may not be 
deserved after all. They seem to 
have missed telling the farmers a 
new opportunity jn a thriving infant 
industry that may bring large results. 
The new crop reported in detail ih 
North Carolina is that of W. D. 
Smith of Raleigh, in growing worms 
and minnows as bait for fishermen 
who have neither time nor inclination 
to procure them for themselves. The 
business, now a little over a year old, 
has been declared an entire success. 
So far there appears to be no text- 
book for the scientific production of 
bait but this pioneer producer has 
worked out, nevertheless. a technique 
which produces satisfactory results. 
Large pens have been built and a 
couple of dirt beds furnish the home 
for the worms, while a large pool of 
water is always filled with minnows. 
It takes special food for both varie- 
ties cf bait, “I have protected them 
against the big wharf rats, for they 
play havoc with the worms if they 
get into the beds,” declared Mr. 
Smith. “I have also prepared a place 
for the worms to keep from freezing 
im the winter. for I have fattened 
more than twenty bufhels of them 
during the spring,” he, explained. 


‘Makes Remarkable Statement 


Armytage Says Russian Ambassador 
Who Died in London During 
War Still Unburied 

In his fascinating reminiscences 
of court life and celebrations, Mr. 
Percy. Armytage makes a remarkable 


‘statement about Count Benckendorff, 


the late Russian Ambassador, who 
who died in London during the War. 
Ambassadors whose deaths take 
place while attached to a foreign 
court are sent home, with appropri- 
ate escort in a battleship, and the 
observance of this ceremonial has 
always been jealously regarded. 
Count Benckendorff's death put the 
British Government in a quandry:

Relief For Ex-Service Men 


Important Changes in Regulations 
Are Announced From Ottawa 

Important changes in regulations 
of the soldiers’ civil re-establishment 
department are announced by Dr. a. 
H. King. Covering a wide variety of 
subjects these changes will advan- 
tageously affect a considerable num- 
ber of ex-servies men, remove certain 
grievances and provide, in part at 
least, for the future of those who 
through no fault of their own, find 
themselves in need during their de- 
clining years, the department states. 
The Last Post Fund will be assured 
sufficient federal assistance to give 
honorable burial to any Canadian ex- 
sdidier dying “in indigent circum- 
stances and otherwise coming under 
the regulations of the fund. 

Last session resolutions were pre- 
sented to the government by various 
veteran organizations asking for ex- 
tension of terms of the pensions act. 
Many of these resolutions have been 
compiled with and a number are now 
under consideration. . 

A special committee has been ap- 
pointed by the department of justice 
for the revision of all statutes. : This 
committée will report as to the pos- 
sibility of handling the revision of 
the pensions act, and if it does not 
consider it possible then the Govern- 
ment will consider the appointment 
of a special committee for that par- 
ticular purpose,

Western Canadian Wheat Pools Will 
Establish Selling Agency In 
the Argentine 

W. J. Jackman has been appointed 
resident representative in the Argen- 
tine for the selling agency of the 
three Western Canadian wheat pools. 
He will leave for his new field of 
work early in September and will 
have his headquarters in Buenos 
Aires. : 

The appointment is the outcome of 
a scouting trip that Mr. Jackson made 
to South America last year for the 
purpose of inquiring into the general 
conditions of the wheat trade in that 
country. It has since been decided 
by the wheat pools to be permanently 
represented there and while the of- 
fice will be of a somewhat experi- 
mental character it is intended to 
give it a thorough. trial,.in expecta- 
tion of the two countries coming into 
fairly close relations as both produc- 
ers and exporters of wheat.
